Will b« Paid. 


A special town meeting was hold at Bil- 


erica Centre last night which was tery 
argely attended.

to see what could be done to replace the 
town hall which was burned dowo last 
ye&r.'ivas then given by Chairman J. If.

a Scene of Carnage One of the Most 
Deplorable 
Incidents 
ot 
the Great 


Strike. 


CHICAGO, July 1".—A caisson in charge 


of Battery F, 2d Artillery, t. S. A., ex- 
ploded on Grand avenue, yesterday, killing 
t'uiee soldiers instantly, mortally wounding 
one other and killing seven horses. 


More than a score of soldiers and others 


were seriously injured, and fashionable 
residences in tbe vicinity were riddled with 
bullets and scraps of shells. 


A scene that had been as peaceful as a 


flower garden was transformed into a pic- 
ture of a battlefield after an awful fight. 


The battery, under the escort of three 


troops of cavalry, was out on drill exercise 
had traversed the principal streets of the 
citv, and was returninsc to quarters, camp 
Miles, in Brighton park, wben the caisson 
exploded and spattered blood over tbe 
greensward and white driveway of the 
boulevard. 


The explosion shook the houses for 


blocks around. 
The buildings rocked on 


then foundations, and windows were shat- 
tered from cellar to roof. Many people in 
the adjoining houses were thrown to the 
floor and injured. 


The battery was in command of Capt. 


Tosc, and was conducting the caisson, 
leaded with ammunition to camp. 


A flue on one of the fuses on a shell be- 


came loosened, and in tbe jolting of the 
wheels the powder was in some way ex- 
ploded. 


The entire contents of the vehicle took 


fire and blew up with a frightful report, 
scattering the missiles of death in every di- 
rection. 


Five artillerymen were riding on the 


wagon. 
Three were killed almost in- 


stantly. 


Three or four others of the troopers who 


rode near the wagon were struck" by the 
lying ballets and pieces of wreckage and 
sadly injured, some of them probably fa- 
tally. 


Tbe horses which were hauling the am- 


munition caison were olown to pieces. 


There was no warning. 
One moment a 


;rim looking command formed in a fanci- 
ful picture, the nest such havoc and con- 
sternation as would eouie from the sudden 
belching of-a volcano beneath the horses' 
tioofs. 


The horses and men- were scatterred like 


feathers in a breeze. Some of the horses 
stampeded, dragging their riders, entang- 
led in the stirrups, for blocks, others were 
tripped up by the gun carriages and lay on 
the street, neighio? piteously. 


Horses and men were stunned and bleed- 


ing. 
Those in front of the caisson that ex- 


ploded were unharmed. 


Forty-two shrapnels, it was discovered 


had exploded. What a fusilade this meant 
will be imagined when it is seen that in 
every shrapnel are encased 180 bullets.
